City Was Cigar Making Center for Many Years 


Last of the Escanaba ( israr Makers

E sca n ab a was once 
th e 
cigar 
m a n u fa c tu rin g capital of the Cp- 
per Peninsula. 
Back around the tu rn of 
the 
c e n tu ry and before, more cigars 
were made in E sca n ab a and sold 
in this area than 
in 
any 
city 
north of Milwaukee. At one time 
as 
many 
as ten cigar factories 
were operating in E scan ab a 
and 
gave em ployment to a 
able n u m b e r of 
men. 
In 
those 
days when the annua l Labor Day 
p arad es were staged in this city 
one of the largest delegations in 
the parade was that m ade up of 
m em bers of the Cigar Makers In­ 
te rnational Union. 
Kahlow I* Veteran 
J o h n Kahlow, 5<>4 South Elev­ 
enth 
street, 
who 
established a 
cigar m anu fa ctu rin g plant in Es­ 
canaba in 1 888 and is still going 
strong at 81 years 
of 
age, 
is 
probably 
the 
dean of all cigar 
m a k ers in the peninsula. Ile le arn­ 
ed his trade in 
Milwaukee 
and 
traveled 
the co u n try extensively 
as a young man. w orking in cigar 
shops from Tam pa Fla. and Savan­ 
nah, Ca., to New York city 
and 
Philadelphia. In the Pennsylvania 
city he served as presid ent of the 
cigar makers union and in spite 
of the fact he la ter 
became 
an 
employer of many cigar makers. 
he 
remains 
today 
one 
of the 
strongest boosters for th e union 
in 
the 
ran k s 
of cigar makers, 
anywhere. 
With 
the passing of the popu­ 
larity of home m ade cigars. 
Mr. 
Kahlow still makes a few cigars 
for a select list of customers, but
